‘Remarkable, Tremendous’ 


Says Ker, Back From East 


“A visit to eastern Canada can- | 


not but impress one with the 
magnitude of this country’s war 
effort,” said R. H. B. Ker on his 
return Sunday from a month's 
visit across the continent. 


“The activity 
considering we started 
nothing,” he said.

Mr. Ker said he was amazed 
at the growth of the British Com- 
monwealth air training plan. He 
saw many of its activities at first 
hand, 

“This plan is operating in re- 
markable fashion,’; he said. “The 
many air fields all over the coun- 
try are humming with activity. 
This, from practically nothing in 
a year and a half, is one of the 
greatest achievements anada 
has made.

Secretary Eden formally wel- 
comed Soviet Russia as an ally 
“in our common taSk, the defeat 
of Germany,” in a speech in the 
House of Commons today.

“His Majesty’s government ac- 
cept and endorse that view.” 

He announced Russia had for- 
mally accepted an offer of Brit- 
ish military and economic mis- 
sions “to co-ordinate the common 
task of the defeat of the enemy.” 

In a review of British-Russian 
relations before Hitler’s armies 
crossed the Russian frontier Sun- 
day, the foreign secretary 
iterated Britain’s pledge of 
redemption of Poland.

| OTTAWA (CP)—Extension by 
order-in-council of .the list of 
| commodities -which may not be 
exported to any country without 
a permit was announced by 
Trade Minister MacKinnon. 

The additional products for 
which an export permit -is re- 
quired include various animal and 
vegetable oils and fats, Pacific 
salmon, Pacific herring, cordage 
ang twine;'wood pulp, certain 
construction machinery, flax ma- 
chines, manufactures of zinc, 
pigments, carbon electrodes, 
cryolite, fluorspar, a number of 
chemicals and’ rubber tires and 
tubes. 

“Coincident with the passage 
of the new ,order-in-counei]l an 
order was issued by the Minister 
of Trade and Commerce exempt- 
ing from the export permit re- 
quirement shipments of many of 
the new commodities added to 
the list, when shipped to any 
part of the British Empire or 
to the United States,” Mr. Mac- 
Kinnon said. “Among the pro-

DOUGLAS 
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Nazis Must Win 
In 3 Months 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nazi war machine must crush the 
Red army in three months or face 
disastrous difficulties, according 
to well-informed opinion here, 

A smashing German victory 
within a month, as predicted in 
Berlin, is considered entirely con- 
ceivable, however. 

The whole outcome. of the 
Russo-German fighting hinges, it 
was said, on Red army strategy— 
whether the Russian forces follow 
the Poles’ example and remain 
spread out in an attempt to de- 
fend all frontiers, or withdraw 
intact to interior positions to take 
advantage of rivers and other 
natural defences. Unless a mas-* 
terly retreat succeeds, the Red 
army faces the peril of being cut 
| Up quickly. 

PINCER MOVEMENT 

Assuming the Nazi objective to 
|be destruction of the Russian 
forces as an offensive threat, it is 
believed the Germans may at- 
|tempt a gigantic pincer move- 
from the north and south 
flanks of the 2,000-mile front, 
using Russia’s great interior 
rivers to safeguard the flanks of 
| the advance. 

At the same time, experts ex- 
pect a direct attack from the War- 
saw front toward Moscow, more 
than 800 miles distant. After pro- 
ceeding about half way to Mos- 
cow, these forces might swing 
north and south to join the at- 
tempted envelopment. 


Once the heart of Russia be- 
tween Moscow and the Black Sea 
is reached, the rest of the vast 
campaign would probably be 
merely a mopping-up operation. 

The time limit of three months 
was based on climate and weather 
‘conditians and the state of Rus 
sia’s transport system. Fall rains 
would tend to bog down the whole 
campaign.

OTTAWA BANS 
NEW OIL BURNERS 


OTTAWA (CP) — Installation 
of new oil-consuming equipment 
of any kind has been banhed in 
Canada for the duration of the 
war under an order announced by 
Oil Controller G. R. Cottrelle. 

The order, replacing order No. 
2 dated September 16, 1940, also 
prohibits “sale, distribution or 
purchase” of fuel oil, bunker oil 
or furnace oj] for heating or mo- 
tive units not now requiring oil. 

“The new order,” said Mr. Cot- 
trelle’s announcement, ‘permits 
present users of oil-consuming 
equipment to continue to do so, 
but spells the end for the (war's) 
duration of the installation or 
supply of any additional equip- 
ment, regardless of the oil to be 
consumed.”

Origin of ‘Nazi’ 


NE OF OUR READERS TELEPHONED | 
to this department yesterday to inquire | 


the origin of the word “Nazi.” It occurred 
to us that while most people may be aware 
of the full. purport of the abbreviation, the 
detail supplied to our inquirer might not be 
out of place if repeated here. Therefore, 
those whom it has escaped for the moment 
will recall that in 1921-1922, when the move- 
ment was in its earliest infancy, the people 
of Munich found it difficult to talk about the 
“Deutsche Nationalsozialistische Arbeiter- 
partei” (which means the German National- 
Socialist Workers’ Party) and proceeded to 
break it down into a more convenient form. 
From the long official title, then, its mem- 
bers began to call it “Sozi” for short—the 
name given to the original Socialists. Under 
pressure from the man in the street, how- 
ever, it was thought “Nazi” would better fil! 
the bill as a cross-breed between Nationalism 
and Socialism. “Nazi,” by the way, is also 
an abbreviation of the Christian name 
“Ignatz,” frequently used in Bavaria for de. 
scribing a “rough,” or, as we know him collo. 
quially, a bad “tough guy.” One way and an- 
other, therefore, the designation of “Nazi” 
scemed suitable.

APANESE COMMENT ON GERMANY’S 
attack on “Russia would require the 
talents of the proverbial Philadetphia lawyer 
to elucidate.

Here js the 
elaboration of this strange manifestation of 
the spirit of Tokyo: 

“This co-operation is aimed at destroying 
the systems of Anglo-American influence in 
Europe and the Far East . , . Japan already 
has freed herself from dependence on Eng- 
land and the United States and adopted the 
only possible attitude toward England and 
America as countries of a hostile character. 
. In view of all this, Japan’s feelings 
toward Moscow, which is co-operating with 
the Anglo-Americans, cannot remain unaf- 
fected.” 

Unlike Germany, however, Japan is in no 
position, or at least apparently in no 
mood, to employ the “Blitzkrieg” tactics 
which Adolf Hitler again set in motion with- 
out an hour’s warning during the early part 
ef Sunday morning. To lay down a policy 
“in principle’. and to give effect to that 
policy—once the mind has been made up— 
is an entirely different matter. 
Tokyo may fulminate against the govern- 
ments of the British Empire and the govern- 
ment of the United States; they may cite 


| their obligations to the European gangsters; 


they may even adopt the Hitlerian technique 
and tear up treaties solemnly arrived at. But 
Japan will be adding seriously to the diffi- 
culties she has been encountering in China 
for nearly four years the day she substitutes 
performance in force for restatement in 
principle.

Russia, or even Japan, properly make the 
claim at any time that he is engaged in 
“private business’? Totalitarianism being 
what it is, with every personal] concern sub- 
jected to the state, it may rightly be assumed 
that citizens of such countries traveling 
abroad are always working more or less for 
their country’s interests, not their own, unless 
the two happen to coincide. They would not 
be allowed to go abroad, in the first place, if 
this were not so. In the second, any “private 
business” they may have is so interwoven 
with state policy and state direction that it 
“private.” 

Democratic and other nations not yet at 
war with the Axis may be slow to realize 
this, being geared to a system where a man 
can have private interests and pursue them 
independently of, or even detrimentally to, 
the national interest. Yet our neighbor’s 
experience and the experience of Souta 
America shows plainly that no citizen-in- 
good-standing of a totalitarian country cao 
do this. Traveling abroad they are all, and 


in the nature of the case they must be, in the i 


service of their governments to a greater or 
lesser degree.

RE DARWIN. 


GENTLEMAN, A. B. Sanders, has writ 
ten a letter to the editor of thia news 
paper of more than common “intelligence, 
He says that I preach doctrines precisely 
like those ty which Hitler has enslaved 
Europe. This is unexpected praise, 

Mr. Sanders is moved to this eulogy by 
certain fragmentary remarks made here 
about the theories of the late Charlea Dar 
win, whom Mr, Sanders evidently under: 
stands, I never claimed to understand Dar 
win but, ignorant as-I am, can see the 
results of him no further away than this 
town. But I was discussing merely Pro- 
fessor Jacques Barzun's new book, -~which 
shows that the thinking of our time and the 
monstrous shape of our age came largely 
out of the theories of Darwin, the economics 
of Marx and the art of Wagner. 


(Do not be alarmed, poor reader, if you 
have come this far. We shall have no high- 
brow discussion in this place. You can 
count on it that never in this department 
will an idea be mentioned, and against 
learning the door is forever closed.) 


WRONG ’ 


N R, SANDERS assumes that Darwin was 
right in his theory and that if he is 
right it could not possibly do any harm. As 
I read the record, Mr. Sanders is wrong on 
both points. Many true ideas, released 
among the ignorant, have done a great deal 
of harm, like telling children there is no 
Santa Claus and telling the that they 
can suddenly become rich if certain things 
are done. Both statements are correct, but 
are likely to make a great deal of trouble 
if you try to assimilate them too rapidly, 
like a sudden gulp of milk. 

And, more important, Darwin does not 
appear to have been right in the first place 
For as I read the record (perhaps errone- 
ously, but subject to correction) Darwin did 
not merely propound the theory of evolution. 
Several other fellows had that idea. The 
important idea which he propounded was 
that evolution took place by accidental 
selection. In other words, that there was no 
plan in anything and that the universe was 
a vast machine without a soul, in whfch 
effect always followed cause. ; 

This the modern scientists deny flatly. 
They have found enough in their test tubes 
to knock the mechanical universe and the 
principle of mechanism, of sure cause-and- 
effect, into a cocked hat. Evolution they 
accept, of course, but not as Darwin argued 
Or so the: learned fellows tell me,

UT EVEN ASSUMING that Darwin was | 


right—and that’s okay by me—this does 
not alter what was written here before; 
namely, that strange, evil and incalculable 
results have followed the arrival of such 
an idea in the world. Darwin died, a deeply 
religious man, In terror of God Almighty 
and in the odor of sanctity, perhaps because 
he had some way of reconciling his science 
to his Deity. 
up this new idea, turning it over, and look 
ing at it, could not reconcile it with any 
Deity whatever. The further Darwin ad 
vahced in the world, the further the idea 
of God retreated. And in the train of Dar- 
win came a swarming anarchy of ideas, with 
minor prophets like Marx beating their tom 
toms, shaking their devil-rattles», and pro 
claiming the class war and ham and-eggs 
for everybody. 

It will not do for Mr. Sanders to argue, 
as he does, that a modern, enlightened and 
democratic society can stand the truth and 


can digest Darwin without indigestion. The | 


plain fact is that our society hasn't. We 
might, in time. We might build a 
intelligent enough to be moral without any 
religious belief, orderly without the com- 
pulsion of law and virtuous without any 
belief higher than the sound economic ad 
ministration of the state. We might in time, 
but we appear to be some distance away 
from it yet; a few centuries at least, 
the fact that no race anywhere ever achieved 
anything of the sort is a trifle discouraging

Our society’ everywhere, regardless 
national boundaries, has gone into a 
spin of mental and moral anarchy because 
it lost its original belief in God and in 
itself. Darwin didn’t think to provide a 
substitute. Men could believe what he at- 
tempted to prove, namely that there is 


nothing in life but certain chemicals acting | 


according to certain laws, but they couldn’t 
like it or respect or die for it. 

That, alas, is the kind of creature we 
are. We are not advanced thinkers and 
educated gentlemen writing to the editor 
of this newspaper. And I hardly think the 
cure of our current disease will be found 
in the mere assertion of our sanity and 
intelligence, however ably they are asserted 
by men like Mr. Sanders. It. will have to be 
found in a rather simple idea. which men 
can get their teeth into. Darwin is too 
strong a diet for the human creature at his 
present level of intelligence, even assuming 
Darwin was right, and some of the best 
scientists are sure he was wrong. ‘

Nazis Send Belgians 


To Prison 


BRUSSELS (Via _ Berlin) — 
Some Belgians still vent their 
feelings—and wind up in prison. 

Here are three cases, recently 
tried by the German war council 
in Antwerp: 

A 65-year-old worker, accused 
of shouting abuse across the 
street from his flat to German 
officials 
and potato peelings on Germans 
walking under his window, was 
sentenced to three months in 
prison. 

Another Indicted for abusing 
Hitler in verse, and with a cari- 
eature of the Fuehrer in his pos- 
session, was sentenced to 15 
months. 

Another, accused of calling the 
Germans “boches,” of displaying 
pro-British feeling and suspected 
of writing on railjroad station 
walls the words “new order: 
hunger,” was fined 3,750 francs.

Seek Single Power Rate 


Extension of B.C, Electric rates 
applicable to consumers in the 
|three mile circle to all of the 
municipality of Saanich was 
| asked by Norman W. Whittaker, 
|K.C., in a brief to the public 
| utilities commission — yesterday 
| afternoon 

Presentation of Saanich's case 
calling for readjustment of the 
power company’s charges 
| lowed that of Victoria. Mr. Whit- 
taker associated Saanich with the 
city’s contention that rates gener- 
|} ally were too high 
Having made that point he 
jturned to matters peculiar to 
Saanich, alleging 
in the application 
charges. 

A section of Saanich fell within 
the three mile circle, he said. 
That area enjoyed the same rates 
as did Victoria, Oak Bay and 
Esquimalt, One mile beyond the 
} three mile limit, population was 
virtually as heavy as within the 
three mile sector. In both areas 
were dairies, small farms and 
poultry farms. The difference in 
{rate was discriminatory against 
those in fourth mile area 
and created unfair competition 
among men in similar lines of 
business, he said. The difference 
in charges, he said, amounted to 
26 per cent on the first step of 
the primary rate, the basic price 
being 7’ cents per unit beyond 
the three mile circle against 5% 
cents within that limit. Rates 
beyond the three mile circle, he 
added, were the same as those in 
View Royal, Metchosin and Lang- 
ford. ; 
| LACK THIRD STEP 


The secondary rate was the 
| same for the three mile and be- 
| yond the three mile districts, but 
| the former enjoyed a tertiary rate

tension and throw the costs of 
such an undertaking on all other 


} consumers, 


He said the company made ex- 
tensions without charge if the 
revenue for the four

,anich, he continued, was being 
treated in a 
other districts. 

He and Mr. Murrin produced a 
full list of service complaints for 
the preceding year in Saanich, 
showing thelr cause and the 
methods used by the company to 
remedy conditions, frequently at 
the expense of consumers 
overloaded their lines. 

The standard of upkeep in 
Saanich would compare favorably 
with any other similar district, 
he said. 

While the company gave a small 
section of Saanich city rates, it 
could make one flat rate only to

trict, he said, citing figures to 
cover his point. 

In reply to the Saanich Board 
of Trade brief, Mr. Goward stated 
Saanich was not completely 
settled, as the board had indi- 
cated, and that services were de- 
clined by the company only in 
those cases so remote extensions 
could not be justified economi- 
cally. 

FLOOR AREA TROUBLE 


Mr. Muirhead returned to the 
stand to voice opinions on points 
raised by the city regarding the 
floor area method of fixing do- 
mestic rates and' .regarding 
charges for horsepower on ele- 
vators. In the latter case he con- 
sidered the charge frequently un- 
just because elevators were 
stamped with a larger horsepower 
than they actually possessed in 
cases where their use was inter- 
mittent and a full load not usually 
carried, 

Regarding the floor area 
scheme, he said the city’s charge 
of discrimination covered only 
those old Wotses only partially 
used. He thought an occupancy 
regulation could be instituted to 
reduce rates to them.
